LONDON, Jan. 17.—Rudyard Kip- 
ling, his gallant gains toward re- 
covery from an emergency opera- 
tion lost, lapsed into a coma today 
while his American-born’ wife, 
daughter and surgeon kept watch 
at his bedside. The noted poet and 
fovelist became unéonscious at 4-30 
a. m. and several hours later he re- 
mained in that state. 


A hospital bulletin at 1 p. m. said 
the 70-year-old Bard’s condition 
was “unchanged and still very crit- 
ical.” 

A hospital bulletin at 5:05 p. m. 
said: “While Mr. Kipling’s condi- 
tion can only be described as ex- 
tremely critical, it must not be re- 
garded as hopeless.” 

It was disclosed a blood transfu- 
sion had been given Kipling during 
last night, and that oxygen also had 
been used. 

The Middlesex Hospital, in the 
private Woolavington wing of which 
he underwent the operation last 
Monday for a perforated stomach 
ulcer, followed a series of bulletins 
throughout the night, indicating the 
author was failing gradually, with 
an announcement at 4 a. m., saying: 
“Mr. Kipling’s condition is still very 
critical.” 

The 70-year-old writer’s wife, the 
former Caroline Balestier of New 
York, and their daughter drove 
soon after midnight through the 
snow to the hospital in the central 
district of the city known as “Old 
Soho.” 

They were cailed to the sickroom 
at Kipling’s own wish. They sat 
at his bedside, and, although the 
patient was completely exhausted 
and unable to speak, he recognized 
them at first. 

When daylight came hospital au- 
thorities said: “There is no change 
in his condition. His wife, daugh- 
ter and surgeon are still watching 
over him.” 

Dr. Alfred E. Webb-Johnson, leav- 
ing’ the hospital then after his 
night-long vigil, however, an- 
nounced: “There is still a chance 
that Mr. Kipling may rally.”

tion and because it is lighter and 
easier on the Government.” — 

The galleries were crowded as the 
debate began. 

Harrison, one of the authors of 
the bill, was questioned repeatedly 
by opponents as to why he was sup- 
porting full payment of the soldier 
bonus 
position. 

“I'm not embarrassed,” he said, “I 
have not believed these certificates 
should be paid until they were due 
in 1945, but a great many people 
whether because of propaganda or 
a change of opinion, believe this 
matter should be got out of the 
way.’ 

Harrison said he did not know 
whether the bill for the full 1945 
value of the bonus certificates in 
blocks of $50 bonds cashable next 
June or to be held as investments 
for nine years, would be signed by 
the President. 

“The. President has made 
statement to anyone on it,” 
added. 

Harrison told Senator Hastings 
(Rep.), Delaware, there was a great 
difference between the pending bill 
and the Patman inflation measure 
vetoed by the President last ses- 
sion. He related how he and Sena- 
tors Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, and others had “tramped 
to the White House and Senators 
offices” in an effort to reach a 
final agreement to dispose of the 
bonus matter for good. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
; gan, who voted against the bill in 
|committee, asked what “additiona] 
gratuity’ would be given the vet- 
erans by paying them full 1945 
value now. Frank T. Hines, vet- 
erans’ administrator, had agreed 
with Couzens in committee that the 
bill would pay the veterans $1,000,- 
000,000 more than under existing 
law. 

Harrison did not reply, but sev- 
eral Senators tried to answer for 
him, without replying directly. 

“If we entered into a centract 
with the veterans = which they 
agreed upon themselves, then I see 
no reason for changing that con- 
tract,” Couzens said, referring tc 
the law passed in 1924 giving the 
veterans 20-year certificates. 

Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
a co-author of the pending bill, 
challenged Couzens’ statement. He 
said Congress on its own responsi- 
bility passed the Adjusted Service 
Compensation Act and “veterans’ 
acceptance did not constitute any 
contract.” 

Administration leade-s in the 
Senate were pressing for passage 
before the week-end adjournment, 
contending that the issue—agitated 
for 16 years—should be disposed of 
quickly. The top heavy vote was 
forecast despite implied warnings 
of new taxes to come and Secre- 
tary Morgenthau’s statement that 
enactment would increase the treas- 
ury’s borrowing and refunding op- 
erations to $11,300,000,000 in the 
next 17% months. ; 

The eventual cost to the Govern- 
ment is estimated at $2,491,000,000. 
Estimates of the immediate ex- 
pense range upward from $1,000,- 
000,000—depending on how many of 
the bonds are cashed immediately. 

Democratic leaders expect the 
House promptly to accept the Sen- 
ate measure in place of the bill it 
passed a week ago providing for 
immediate cash payment, but leav- 
ing to the Treasury how to pay it. 

The Senate bill provides for full 
payment of the 1945 maturity value 
of the bonus certificates in blocks 
of $50 bonds. The bonds would be 
cashable beginning next June 15 at 
local postoffices. The veterans 
would have the option of holding 
them for three per cent interest for 
nine years.

ENGINEER'S THEORY 
OF MANY UNSOLVED 
AIRPLANE CRASHES | 


Forming in Carburetor 
May Have Been Cause, 
Says W. A. Hamilton. 


Ice 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Jan. 17.—The cause of 
many unexplained airplane acci- 
dents in recent years may have 
been the formation of ice in carbu- 
retors, W. A. Hamilton, air line en- 
gineer, said today. 

“Numerous forced landings have 
occurred under circumstances which 
gave strong indication that ice for- 
mation was the cause,” he told the 
Society of Automotive « Engineers, 
“and in a few instances, ice was 
definitely established as the cause 
by the finding of actual deposits of 
ice remaining in the carburetor.” 

“The problem of ice formation did 
not reveal itself in its full signifi- 


cance until within the last three/ 


years, when operations through 
much more unfavorable weather 
conditions became routine,” he said. 
“It is realized now that ice can form 
in the engine indyction system at 
outside air temperatures as high as 
50-60 degrees above freezing, because 
of the temperature drop which 
takes place with the change of pres- 
sure of gaseous fuel in the carbur- 
etor.” Atmospheric humidity sup- 
plies moisture for the ice, he ex- 
plained. 

Systems in use now for heating 
the carburetors by the exhaust are 
not fully satisfactory, Hamilton 
said. Use of fuel injection system, 
somewhat similar to that used in 
Diesel engines, instead of conven- 
tional carburetors may prove a so- 
lution of the problem, he said.

EXPLAINS SILENCE 


Both Men Unhurt, But 
Elisworth Has Cold —

Bay of Whales.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—A British re- 


lief expedition reported from the 
Antarctic today that it had found 
Lincoln Elisworth and Herbert Hol- 
lick-Kenyon, missing explorers, 
alive and well in the frozen wastes 
of Little America. 

The explorers, who took off Nov. 
23 from Dundee Island, far south 
of Cape Horn, to fly across the 
Antarctic continent to the Ross 
Sea, south of New Zealand, had 
landed safely after exhausting their 
fuel. The Colonial Office reported 
that a damaged radio transmitter 
was the cause of their seven weeks’ 
silence, during which relatives of 
Hollick-Kenyon had given him up 
for dead. 

After piercing the ice locking the 
Bay of Whales, the rescue ship Dis- 
covery II found the American, Ells- 
worth, and the Canadian, Hollick- 
Kenyon, comfortably encamped on 
the ice barrier. 

The two explorers had provisions 
only to sustain them until next Fri- 
day. 

Rescue Described. 

A seven-word message from the 
master of the Discovery Il gave the 
first definite word of their safety. 

“Ellsworth and+Kenyon are both 
alive and well,” said the message 
to the Colonial Office, headquarters 
of the committee directing the Dis- 
covery’s work. 

The Colonial office later received 
a longer message from the Dis- 
covery IL describing the finding of 
the men. 

“On first arrival in the Bay of 
Whales, an orange colored (cloth) 
with a tent was observed on the 
barrier face,” the message reported. 

“A rocket fired from the ship 
was not answered. A moth (plane) 
flew to Little America, five miles 
distant. Kenyon emerged. A food 
parachute was dropped with let- 
ters. 

“Kenyon advanced and met the 
ship’s landing party. He was re= 
ceived on board at 12:55 a. m., Jan. 
16. He reported Ellsworth alive 
but suffering from a slight cold. 
“The ship’s party is advancing 
to meet Ellsworth 
“The American airmen state 
they ran out of fuel 20 miles from 
Little America, on*a bearing of 165 
degrees, and sledged in. 

“Kenyon is very fit. 

“A transmitter switch caused. the 
radio failure.” 

Rescue of Elisworth. 


The Discovery wirelessed the Co- 
lonial office late in the day, saying: - 
“Ship’s party returned with Elis- 
worth, Jan. 16.” , 

The discovery II will return with 
the explorers to New Zealand about 
Jan. 27. 

Mrs. H. N. Kenyon, aunt of Hol- 
lick-Kenyon, and wife of the Mayor 
of Paddington, said her husband 
had sent condolences to the flyer’s 
family in Canada a few days ago, 
believing him lost after no word 
had been received for more than 
six weeks. 

Premier Joseph A. Lyons of the 
Australian Commonwealth, which, 
with the British Government, spon- 
sored the Discovery’s voyage, sent - 
a message of congratulation to the 
captain of the vessel.

14 months’ work. The county, it 
has developed during the inquiry, 
owes twice as much as its antici- 
pated gross revenue for 1936. The 
State Auditor has not made public 
any information as to the findings 
of the audit. 

| Relief Situation. 

A. H. Harrison, representing the 
State Relief Commission in eight 
Southeast Missouri counties, re- 
ported recently that Stoddard 
County was bankrupt, and was the 
least able of the counties in his 
district to shoulder the load im- 
posed by the return of unemploy- 
able persons to local relief. 

. Examination of Stoddard County 
Circuit Court records showed that, 
while sale of land to satisfy tax 
judgments had yielded large sums 
in fees, the returns to State and 
county treasuries had been very 
small. | 

In the case already mentioned, in 
which the sale occurred in Decem- 
ber, 1934, besides the Sheriff's fee 
and mileage allowance of $465.55, 
the County Collector, then Everett 
E. Good, received $655.14; and 
Good’s attorney, K. W. Blomeyer, 
received a fee of $1311.29. The rest 
‘ went to newspapers for publication 
of notices, title examination, and 
-incidental expenses. 

Fees Fixed by Law. 

Had the Missouri statutes govern- 
ing fees been followed, Sheriff Bar- 

ham readily agreed, the State and 
county would have received $1900 
instead of $230. The law plainly 
states that fees are to be based 
upon the amount of money “ac- 
tually collected” on sales and paid 
to the treasurer. 

He computed that he should have 

received only $100.59, this being a 
‘3 per cent commission and $15, for 
miscellaneous fees and mileage; and 
that Good should have received 
$142.65, or 5 per cent, and Blomeyer, 
$285.30, or 10 per cent. 

The basis of computation of 
fees, as described by Sheriff Bar- 
ham, was somewhat fantastic. The 
practice, he said, was to reckon 
them on the amount sued for, plus 
costs, regardless of the amount 
which the land brought. 

“I’m just a horse trader, I’m not 
a lawyer,” the Sheriff observed. “I 
know we weren’t entitled to charge 
more than what our fees figured on 
the basis of the amount actually 
collected, but I’ve lost $5000 in 
fees since I took office the first 
of 1933, because lots of land sold 
for taxes didn’t bring enough to 
pay my fee for selling it. 

“Think of it! Farm land bring-

(640 acres). I have had to sell the 

same land, in soiae cases, two or 

three times without getting my 
fees.

Stoddard County, with a popula-

NO DUST MASKS FOR WORKERS 
IN TUNNEL, WITNESS SAYS 


Finally Provided in Last Stages of 
Construction, Congressmen 
Are Told.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Miss 
Philippa Allen, a social worker of 
New York City, testified before a 
House sub-committee today that 
the éontractor for the Hawk's Nest 


(W. Va.) tunnel did not provide 
proper safety devices for men who 
drilled through silica rock and 
contracted silicosis by breathing 
dust. 

Representative Vito Marcan- 
tonio (Rep.), New York, who con- 
tends 476 men died and 1500 others 
are dying of silicosis as a result of 
working in the tunnel in 1930 and 
1931, is urging a Federal inquiry 
into labor conditions in all tunnel 
projects. 

Miss Allen detailed symptoms of 
silicosis, said it was incurable and 
that she was interested as “an hon- 
est citizen” in bringing the Hawk's 
Nest tunnel deaths to the atten- 
tion of the public. 

She said that the course of the 
tunnel had been charted to obtain 
the silica sand after the deposit 
was discovered and that the size 
of the tunnel also had been en- 
/iarged. She said engineers for the 
contractors, when they visited the 
tunnel, wore gas masks to protect 
them from the silica dust but that 
no masks were provided the work- 
ers until the last stages of con- 
struction in 1931.

Elisworth and Hollick-Kenyon 
were last heard from Nov. 23 short- 
ly after they started to fly across 
Antarctica from Dundee Island to 
the Ross Sea. 

Dundee Island is 600 miles south 
of Capt Horn, southernmost tip of 
South America; and the Ross Sea 
is south of New Zealand. 

The British and Australian Gov- 
ernments finally launched their 
rescue expedition Jan. 1, the Dis- 
covery II sailing from Dunedin, N.

Another rescue vessel, the Wyatt 
Earp, supply ship of the Ellsworth 
expedition, was en route to Little 
America under the command of Sir 
Hubert Wilkins to join the search. 

The Wyatt Earp bore a plane 
flown from the United States to 
South America by Dick Merrill, and 
equipped with skiis and pontoons, 
also to undertake searching fights.

MISSOURI RELIEF | 
HEADS 10 ASK FOR 
MORE U.S. FUNDS 


Also Decide in Conference 
at Jefferson City to 
Seek Special Session of 


Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 17.— 
Relief administrators of St. Louis 
and other Missouri cities, who gath- 
ered here today for a conference 
on the pressing relief problem 
voted to appoint a committee to 


draft resolutions calling on _ the 
Federal Government to grant ad- 
ditional funds and upon Gov.: Park 
to call a special session of the 
Legislature to appropriate more 
money for relief. 

The action followed a talk by 
Wallace Crossley, State relief ad- 
ministrator, in which he said the 
State administration funds would 
be exhausted after April 1, its doors 
would be closed and its business 
liquidated. It will be up to the 
cities and counties to take care of 
thei runempoyables then, he de- 
clared, with the WPA taking care 
of the employables. 

Gov. Park, who had previously 
indicated he would not appear, vis- 
ited the meeting briefly, leaving 
after Crossley’s speech. He said he 
had nothing to say, and merely 
came for information. 

He left this afternoon for a Flori- 
da vacation. After his return, 10 
or 12 days from now, he told a re- 
porter before the meeting, he 
would study any recommendation 
which might result from the con- 
ference. He said he had not con- 
sidered the advisability of calling 
any special session of the Legisla- 
ture and was not prepared to indi- 
cate how he might view a request 
for such an action. 

Doesn’t Want Special Session. 

This being an election year, the 
Governor is anxious to avoid a spe- 
cial session for political reasons. 
Consequently the relief administra- 
tors met with a chifiy reception 
here. Crossley at first expressed 
doubt as to whether he would at- 
tend the meeting. He stipulated 
that if he did atend, he did not 
want to “appear to be responsible 
for any action that may be taken 
at the meeting.” 

The committee appcinted to draft 
the resolution was composed. of 
Connett, J. M. Richards, chairman 
of the Hannibal relief committee, 
and C. G. Scruggs, chairman of. the 
Cole County (Jefferson City) relief 
committee. 

The impending crisis in the re- 
lief situation arises from the fact 
that the Federal Government has 
ceased its allotments for direct re- 
lief, on the theory that the WPA 
would provide jobs for all of the un.

Funds Until March 31. 

However, the State’s $2,500,000 ap- 
propriation for relief will be ex- 
hnausted by March 31, and the local 
communities, in general, have been 
able to provide no substantial por- 
tion of the required funds. 

St. Louis has the $147,000 a month 
made possible by the relief bond 
issues, plus $300,000 of State money 
to be allotted each month so long 
as the State fund for relief lasts, 
but there are about 20,000 relief 
cases in St. Loui: and the money 
has been spread so thinly that the 
Church Kederation’s Social Service 
Commission recently denounced the 
relief provided as “Woefully inade- 
quate and almost, debasing.”

TAGGING ALASKAN COLONISTS |KATTELMAN AGAIN 


ORDERED TO WORK OR GET OUT 


WPA Says Each of 160 Families Must Have 
10 Acres Cleared by May, Regardless 
of Winter Weather. - 


By the Associated Press. 

PALMER, Alaska, Jan. 17.—An ul- 
timatum—“Go to work or get out”— 
was issued to lagging colonists in 
Matanuska Valley last night by 
Manager Ross L. Sheely, who car- 
ried out an order of the Works Pro- 
gress Administration at Washing- 
ton. Investigators had reported that 
colonists in several instances re- 
fused to work. 

Sheely said that each of the 160 
families must have 10 acres of land 
cleared and ready for stump pulling 
operations by May 1—regardless of 
the winter weather now prevailing. 
He also called on all families to 
“clean up” around their homes in 
two days. He threatened to deprive 
disobedient ones of their household 
equipment and other articles they 
had been obtaining from colony 
stores. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion directed Sheely to require hard 
work of all new settlers. The in- 
structions said those failing to de 
velop their farms could consider 


themselves “automatically disquali- 
fied.” 

“It is expected,” said a WPA tele- 
gram to - Sheely, “that each settler 
be industrious, develop his farm and 
display a co-operative attitude.” 

Investigators quoted one colonist 
as saying “we don’t need money. 
We can get everything we want 
from the commissary on credit. 
Why work?” 

Several colonists have been doing 
carpentry and other special con- 
struction work on a pay basis of 
25 per cent cash and 75 per cent 
credit, the latter counting in the 
$3000 credit given each family at 
the outset. along with 40 acres of 
land. 

The commissary reported it was 
holding colonists “in line” on food 
bills. These previously aggregated 
$22,000 a month, but now run about 
$9000. 

About 40 families returned to the 
United States last spring in a weed- 
ing out of discontented colonists. 
The colony now consists of 336 ad- 
ults and 419 children. 


JUDGE REFUSES TO RETURN 
$10,000,000 IN AAA TAXES 


Says Chicago Packers and Others 
Must Await Final Mandate 
of Supreme Court.

The committee said that since 
Jan. 2 it had greatly reduced the 
party’s campaign deficit which on 
that date amounted to $401,000, and 
predicted the committee would be 
“out of the red in the near future.” 

The Democratic party, under the 
leadership of Raskob, imcurred a 
debt of more than $400,000 in 1928 
in seeking to elect Smith over Her- 
bert Hoover. When James A. Far- 
ley became national chairman on 
July 2, 1932, the debt totaled $440,- 
000, of which $120,130 was owed to 
Raskob who had advanced the 
funds out of his own pocket. 

In its announcement last night, 
the committee said: 

“Mr. John J. Raskob has written 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee acknowledging payment in full 
of all sums due him from the com- 
mittee. The debt was discharged 
by a final payment of $25,000 from 
the committee.”

MAN, 66, WHO KILED 
RL, 10, PUT TO DEATH 


Albert H. Fish’s Crime Eight 
Years Ago; Negro Also Elec- 
trocuted at Sing Sing. 


By the Associated Press. 

OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 17.—Al- 
bert H. Fish, 66 years old, a former 
house painter, was electrocuted in 
Sing Sing Prison last night for the 
murder of 10-year-old Grace Budd, 
whom he strangled and hacked to 
death ‘nearly eight years ago in a 
Westchester cottage. 

John Smith, 41, a one-legged Ne- 
gro, who once operated a Harlem 
restaurant, went to the chair for 
killing James Wilson during 4

a 


quarrel in the Bronx last July. 
Smith entered the death chamber 
at 11 p. m. and was dead at 11:04. 
Two minutes later, Fish walked 
down the short corridor to the 
chair. He was dead at 11:09. 

The switch was thrown by Rob- 
ert Elliott, veteran executioner, who 
has electrocuted seven men in 
seven days. 

Fish, with bowed head, walked 
slowly by the side of the Rev. An- 
thony Petersen, Protestant chap- 
lain. who was reading from. the 
Bible. . 

Smith, walking with the aid of a 
crutch, gazed calmly at the wit- 
nesses as he entered the death 
chamber and sat down. Dr. Peter- 
sen read from the 
Psalm as the hood was adjusted. 


Shortly before he was taken from | 


his cell, Fish told Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes he loved children and must 
have been out of his mind when he 
killed the Budd girl. 

Smith, complaining that none of 
his relatives or friends had visited 
him in more than six months, con- 
tinued to protest to the last that 
he had killed only in self-defense. 

Two of Fish’s sons—he had six

grown children but had been es- 
tranged from his family for years— 
visited him in the death house a few 
hours before his time was up. 

Following his arrest a year ago 
last December, after a six and a 
half year search for the kidnaper 
of the Budd girl, Fish described 
how he had killed her in detail. 
Then he pleaded insanity, but was 
convicted. 

Ruth’s parents had hoped 
through the years that she still 
lived. Now and then they received 
weird letters, tormenting them 
about their missing child. It was 
one of these letters that led to 
Fish’s arrest. Detectives traced it.

ALLENDALE, Ill., Jan. 17.—Ray- 
mond Dale Griggs, 36-year-old 
farmer of Bridgeport, Ill., was shot 
and killed late yesterday when he, 
his brother and a third man at- 
tempted to hold up the Allendale 
National Bank. 

They were met as they left the 
bank with $600 to $700 by a group 
of citizens armed with rifles, shot- 
guns and revolvers. Raymond 
Griggs was shot in the legs, shoul- 
ders and chest. He died about an | 
hour and a half later in a physi- | 
cian’s office. 

His brother, John Freeman 
Griggs, also a farmer, was shot in 
the left leg and arm. He is in jail 
at Mount Carmel, Ill. The third 
man, John Bolles, who remained 
seated in an automobie behind the 
bank during the robbery, drove 
away when the shooting began, but 
was arrested shortly afterward at 
his home north of Bridgeport. 

The Griggs brothers entered the 
bank about 2:30 p.m. They sat in 
the lobby for several minutes until 
all but three customers had left. 
Then Raymond Griggs produced 
two revolvers and his brother a 
sawed-off shotgun, and they ordered 
the customers to line up against | 
a wall. They forced the cashier to | 
stuff the currency into a bag and | 
hand it to them. 

Meanwhile, H. F. Fox, anctnar! 
employe, crept out.a bacx« door and | 
went to a nearby store where he. 
gave the alarm. The farmers and 
business men went hurriedly to the 
bank and met the robbers as they | 
were leaving. Both were shot and 
captured. 

From neighbors of the Griggs 
brothers, Sheriff M. E. Hastings 
learned that Bolles had been with 
them in the morning. He was ar- 
rested within a short time. 

During the shooting at the bank’s | 
entrance, 8S. H. Price, Allendale gro-| 
cer, was wounded slightly in the 

| knee. | 

Raymond Griggs was on parole | 
for automobile theft. His brother | 
had also served a penitentiary sen- 
tence for the same offense. 

The bank had been held up twice 
previously and on each occasion 
the robbers were captured. The 
last previous robbery occurred in 
1931. Three men captured at that 
time are now in the penitentiary. 
The volunteer guards are given re- 
wards whenever they capture a 
bank robber.

HOUSE NEUTRALITY 


Administration Opposes Move 
to Exempt Nations Now 
at War. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. — The 
administration yesterday opposed a 
move in the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee to exempt Italy and 
Ethiopia from operations of the 
proposed permanent neutrality law. 

After hearing Secretary of State 
Hull’s objections to such an exemp- 
tion, Chairman McReynolds (Dem.), 
Tennessee, said he was confident 
no amendment along that line 
would be approved by the commit- 
tee, although he expected a floor 
fight on the proposal. 

Representative Tinkham (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, has drafted an 
amendment to make the legislation 
inapplicable to nations now at war. 
Some committeemen said they fa: 
vored the change because any al- 
teration of neutrality rules during 
the East African conflict might lay 
this country open to charges of 
taking un-neutral action discmimi- 
natory against Italy. 

Hull’s appearance before’ the 
committee marked the end of hear- 
ings. Speaker Byrns has said the 
bill might be brought before the 
House Thursday. 

The neutrality bill would con- 
tinue mandatory embargoes on 
movements of arms and munitions 
to warring countries, limit credits 
of belligerents, and give the Presi- 
ident the right in his discretion to 
‘embargo materials that could be 
turned to war uses.

MACON, Mo., Jan. 17. — Circuit | 


Judge Harry J. Libby has denied 


an injunction sought by the Mis- 


souri Power & Light Co., to pre- 
vent construction of a municipal 
light plant by the City of La Plata. 

The city has voted $75,000 of 
bonds and expects to receive a $25, 
000 Federal Public Works grant for 
the plant. The power company. 
which has an unexpired franchise 
to supply electricity in the city, 
sought to enjoin the city from ac- 
cepting the Federal grant and build- 
ing a competitive plant. The city 


{intends to rroceed with: building the 


plant. 

One of the power company’s com- 
plaints was that when its franchise 
was granted in 1917 the city’s power 
to issue bonds wa. limited toa 5 per 
cent of its assessed property valua- 
tion, and that the present bond is 
sue exceeds that limitation. The 
City pointed out, however, that a 
State constitutiona’ amendment 
adopted in 1920 gave it the power 
to issue bonds for an additional 10 
per cent of assessed valuation for 
public utility »urposes. - 

Judge Libby held that this amend- 
ment took away none of the rights 
cf the power company, but did 


validly enlarge the -rights of the 


city. 

“It is clear,” Judge Libby said in 
his opinion, “that one holding an 
unexpired, non-exclusive franchise 
cannot enjoin competition merely 
because it .was first in the field. 
To permit it to do :» would retard 
human progress. If each generation 
of Americans were requir.d | to 
await the expiration ‘of existing 
franchises before adopting improved

REPORTER MOONEY BEGINS 
30-DAY CONTEMPT TERM 


Jailed at New York for Refusal to 
Tell Sources of Articles on 
Racketeering. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Martin 
Moonev, a reporter who refused to 
disclose sources of information used 
in a series of articles on racketeer- 
ing, today began serving 30 days 
in county jail, the sentence received 
for contempt of court. In addition 
Mooney was fined $250. 

Mooney, who was .employed by 
the New York American, was com- 
mitted by Judge Otto A. Rosalsky. 
In refusing to tell his sources 
of information, Mooney pleaded 
professional privilege when called 
before the March, 1935, grand jury. 
Judge Koenig found him in con- 
tempt of court and imposed sen- 
tence in May. The Appellate Court 
affirmed the decision in June and 
the Court of Appeals affirmed the 
decision this month.

George Speer, 68 years old, taxi- | j 
cab driver and familiar figure at 
Union Station for about 40 years, 
was shot through the chest early 
today by a man who, he told po- 
lice, engaged him at 9 o’clcok last 
night, robbed him of $9 and drove 
him aimlessly about the city and 
county before releasing him and 
shooting him without provocation. 
He is in a serious condition at City 
Hospital where he received three 
blood transfusions. 

Police found Speer at 12:15 a. m., 
lying in the mouth of an alley at | 
Cardinal avenue between Caroline 
and Rutger streets. Before he un- 
derwent an emergency operation at 
the hospital he said the robber shot 
him, saying, “Here's a present for 
you,” as the man started to drive 
away in the cab, a Cadillac sedan. 

Speer said the holdup man, 
known to him as Mr. King, hired 
the car at Union Station five or 
six days ago and was driven to a 
downtown hotel. King asked Speer | 
what his name was, remarking: 
“I'll call for you if I need a car) 
again.” 

At the hotel police learned a man 
who had registered there last Sat- 
urday as Byron E. King of Kan- 
sas City went to his room at 12:30 
a. m. today and then feparted, un- 
seen, with his luggage. 

“IT got a call at Union Station 
from my company about 8:50 
o'clock last night to pick up a fare 
at Twelfth and Pine,” Speer told 
police in giving his story of the 
holdup and shooting. “At the 
northeast corner I saw Mr. King, a 
man I had hauled before. He got 
in and told me to drive out to 
Southwest avenue. 

“A few minutes later he pulled a 
revolver and said, ‘Keep on driving.’ 
We went out Southwest and he di- 
rected me into an alley where he 
took the $9 and said, ‘Drive some 
more.’ 

“We drove around and when we 
got out into the county he told me 
to stop and get away from the 
wheel. Then he put the gun on his 
lap, took the wheel and drove back 
into town. 

“After a while I said, ‘Let me out 
or do something. He said, ‘O. K..,’ 
and stopped in the alley. When I 
saw he was going to drive away in 
the car I waived my hand and 
called out, I wish you luck’ He 
said, ‘Here's a present for you,’ and 
shot me.” 

Speer told police the man was 
about 34 years old and well dressed 
with some of the appearances of a 
drug addict. The sedan taken by 
the man had the initials of the J. A. 
McFall & Son Auto Livery Co. 
painted on both sides. 

At City Hospital the bullet was 
found in Speer’s clothing. It had 
entered at the right side and 
emerged from the left. 

Speer resides with his wife at 
5319 Blow street. He came to St. 
Louis in 1888 and for several years 
operated a horse and buggy livery 
service at the old Union Depot at 
Twelfth and Poplar streets. He has 
worked for the McFall company 29 
years,

On the other hand, there must be 
considered the fact that Retzlaff is 
a formidable hitter and could 
wreck a $2,000,000 career if he land- 
ed one of his terrific right hand 
punches early in the contest. 

About Retzlaff’s Morale.

Lewis made such a great impres- 
sion in his championship winning 
battle that some writers (including 
this one) referred to the scrap as 
the best which had ever been held 
in St. Louis. Whereupon George 
McElroy of the City Hall McElroys, 
rose in indignation to tell us that 


it was not. That the best bout ever 
held in St. Louis was the one in 
which Benny Yanger beat Abe At- 
tell in 19 rounds in 1902. Not hav- 
ing been present we will just have 
to stand corrected and defer to the 
opinion of someone who has seen 
more. But that Olin-Lewis battle 
was a humdinger in our opinion and 
in our limited span of 20 years it 
was the greatest fight we have ever 
seen and we don’t mean because of 
the winner, but more particularly 
because of the fortitude displayed 
by the loser—Olin. 
Another Good One. 

There was also a bout, some nine 
or 19 years ago, at the old Future 
City A. C., between Eddie Campi 
and Frankie Burns, and persons 
who were at that fight may tell you 
that Eddie and Frankie threw two 
gloves to one, as compared with the 
Lewis-Olin engagement. However, 
if either could do more to an egg 
than poach it, he didn’t display the 
ability.

friend; on the testimony given by 
Wilson and Lansing before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
in 1919, and on other documents, 
which he read at length. 

In April, 1917, less than a month 
after Congress declared war on Ger- 
many, Balfour headed a mission to 
Washington. Nye read House’s de- 
scription of a conversation he had 
with Balfour, as follows: 


“This led me to ask what treaties 
were out among the Allies as to 
the division of spoils after the war. 
He (Balfour) said they had treaties 
with one another, and when Italy 


much what she demanded. 

“Crossing the Bosphorus, we 
come to Anatolia. It is here that 
the secret treaties between the Al- 
lies come in most prominently. 
They have agreed to give Russia 
a sphere of influence in Armenia 
and the northern part (of Anatolia.) 
The British take in Mesopotamia 
and the region which is contiguous 
to Egypt. France and Italy each 
have their spheres in the balance 
of Anatolia up to the straits. 

“It is all bad, and I told Balfour 
so. They are making it a breeding 
place for future wars.” 


Balfour at White House. 


Two days after this conversation, 
Nye recalled, there was a dinner 
at the White House, attended only 
by President and Mrs. Wilson, Lord 
Balfour and House. The latter re- 
corded. 

“The ground we covered was ex- 
actly the same that Balfour and I 
had covered on Saturday.” 

“I might point out,” Connally in- 
terrupted, “that some of this is no 
better than third-hand informa- 
tion.” 

“As to Lloyd George, that is per- 
haps true,” Nye conceded.. “Not 
‘perhaps’—it is true,” Connally re- 
joined. 

Cites Secret Document. 

“Well, there is nothing second or 
third hand about what I shall tell 
you now,” Nye shouted. “In addi- 
tion to what I have stated, the com- 
mittee has had access to a docu- 
ment which is in the possession of 
the State Department, but which 
the department would not release 
to us to put in the record, which 
contains complete and irrefutable 
evidence that Secretary Lansing 
had knowledge of the secret trea- 
ties within a few weeks after we 
entered the war. 

“While we were not allowed to re- 
lease this document, it can be stu- 
died at the State Department by 
any Senator who cares enough to 
apprise himself of the truth. It 
shows beyond any quibble’ that 
there were treaties for dividing up 
the spoils of the war, and that: we 
had full knowledge of them.” 

Clark interposed to state that this 
mysterious document was labeled, 
a “letter from the Honorable Ar- 
thur Balfour to the Honorable 
Robert Lansing, with enclosures, 
and revealed that it was dated Mav 
14, 1917, which was five weeks after

Apropos to threats from Demo- 
cratic leaders to end the investiga- 
tion summarily by refusing to re- 
new its appropriation, Nye said the 
inquiry could be concluded in two 
weeks, and that less than $10,000 
would be needed to wind it up. 

In a savage reply to Nye, the 
venerable Carter Glass of Virginia 
asserted that the charge was 
“shocking” and “destitue of decen- 
cy.” 

Speaks as Wilson’s Friend. 

“As a more or less intimate friend 
of the late Woodrow Wilson, and 
as a former member of his official 
family, it would be pertinent if I 
should briefly respond to the shock- 
ing assault made upon his charac- 
ter and the attempted impeachment 
of his integrity and his veracity. 

“This I shall do in unmistakable 
terms. But for limitations of the 
rules in phraseology, I would say 
that a man who asperses the in- 
tegrity and veracity of Woodrow 
Wilson is a coward. If permitted, 
I would say that the charge not 
only is malicious but positively 
I would be glad to 
say it here and elsewhere to any 
man, whether in the United States 
Senate or not, because the charge 
would be not only destitute of 
decency, but would be such a shock- 


ing exhibition as never has hap- 
pened in the 35 years I have served | 
in the Congress of the United | 
States. 

“In that peirod, no President | 
the United States, however bitter | 
his adversaries, and however un-| 
compromising their antagonism, | 
has ever been charged on the floor 
of this Senate with having falsi- 
fied on a matter of importance. 
When. the question is reduced to, 
its last analysis, what do we find 
is the basis of the charges? When, 
may I ask, was the Senator from 
North Dakota transformed from 
the committee room to the British 
Embassy, and when did _ his in- 
timacy with Balfour become so 
great as to warrant him saying 
that because Balfour thought he 
said something to Woodrow Wilson, 
therefore his thought should be 
taken as a verity and Woodrow 
Wilson should be accused of falsify- 
ing.” 

Balfour’s statement that he 
‘thought” it was after dinner when 
the conversation took place be- 
tween himself and Wilson, was in- 
terpreted by Glass as_ indicating 
that Balfour was not certain wheth- 
er it took place. Members of the 
committee had construed it as 
meaning merely that he was not 
certain when it took place, since 
Balfour proceeded to describe it. 

Defends Credit to Allies. 

Glass continued: “Every intelli- 
gent American knew that the banks 
were loaning large sums of money 
to the Allies, and why not? We 
were selling the warring nations 
our cotton, our wheat, our produce 
of every description. Why should 
we not have sold them our credit? 

“It was not a war of our making. 
For three years, it was their war. 
Why should we have shut down 
our industries? Why should we 
have refused to the producing farm- 
ers of this country the right to sell 
the products of their farms” 

“Everybody who came in contact 
with President Wilson knows per- 
fectly well that he wanted to be 
neutral. To some of us, he was 
vastly too neutral, and was bitter- 
ly assailed by men of the type of 
Theodore Roosevelt and others for 
not taking this country into war 
two years before we entered the 
war. There were millions of Amer- 
ican citizens with boys whose lives 
would be risked who felt the same 
way about it.” 

“Why,’ he exclaimed, “I would 
accept the word of Woodrow Wil- 
son against that of Balfour, and of 
Seymour (custodian of the House 
papers), and of the Senator from 
North Dakota put together. 


“The very suggestion that Wood- 
row Wilson was compelled by the 
House of Morgan to drag the coun- 
try into war, is preposterous. No- 
body who associated with him, or 
was familiar with his thought, 
could entertain it for a moment. 

“T resent it, and every American 
wil] resent it, as an infamous libel, 
whether direct or indirect. Con- 
gress declared war, and its declara- 
tion was greeted with applause—a 
different applause from that which 
greeted the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania.

NINE CONVIGTED 
WIDOW FREED I 
STAVISKY SWINDLE 


Ten Others Also Acquitted 
in French Scandal Which 
Led to Rioting, 
throw of Cabinet.

PARIS, Jan. 17.—Nine of the 20 
defendants were convicted today of 
complicity in the $10,000,000 Stavis- 
ky swindles, exposure of which led 
to rioting in the streets of Paris 
and the overthrow of a French Cab- 
inet in 1933. Mme. Arlette Simon 
Stavisky, widow of the swindler, 
and the other defendants were ac- 
quitted. 

“Extenuating circumstances” were 
found in the cases of all those con- 


victed except Gustave Tissier, man- 
ager of the Bayonne municipal 
pawnshop. His confession sent 
Stavisky fleeing to the mountain 
cabin where he died of a pistol 
wound, said by police to have been 
self-inflicted. 

Tissier was sentenced late today 
to seven years at hard labor. Sen- 
tences of the others convicted 
ranged downward to a suspended 
one-year term for Deputy Gaston 
Bonnaure, who automatically loses 
his seat in the Chamber because of 
his conviction. 


Others Found Guilty.

Stavisky, a former manne- 
quin, smiled for the first time since 
the trial began, when she heard the 
pronouncement of her acquittal. 

“I have suffered much, especial- 
ly during the long months in prison 
before the trial,” she said, “but now 
I am happy, particularly for my 
children. Justice has been ee

Some of the convicted defendants | 
wept at the verdicts. The jury re- 
ceived the cases yesterday and de- 
liberated 1955 questions concerning | 
the charges that the defendants | 
aided Stavisky in his swindles.

Delegates Drafting Agree.

on Building Ships arid So 
Avoid a Race.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—The dclega- 
tions of four great sea powers be- 
gan drafting an agreement today 
for an exchange of fleet building in- 


formation, designed to prevent an 
arms race. 

Authoritative sources said they 
understood the American and Brit~- 
ish delegates were making new sur- 
veys of their strategic positions in 
the Pacific to decide what -steps 
should be taken toward fortifica- 
tion of their possessions there. 

The conference voted today to 
appoint a subcommittee to start 
work immediately on the new pro« 
posal for the exchange of building 
information. 

The full conference will meet 
Tuesday to consider the size and 
type of ships, guns and equipment 
to be incorporated in the agree- 
ment. 

A feature of the information ex- 
change agreement was an “escape 
clause” to permit individual steps 
against a sudden move by any Pow- 
er, such as Japan, not entering into 
the agreement. 

Should a nonsignatory Power 
build a new type of ship or begin 
an arms race, the agreement could 
be set aside by the signing Powers 
on ground of self-defense. 

None of the delegations, now rep- 
resenting the United States, Great 
Britain, France and Italy in the 
efforts to maintain some sort of 
fleet restrictions after the, Wash- 
ington and London naval limita- 
tions treaties expire at the end 
of this year, thought the new

To state the size of the expenditures is to show 
what a juicy plum it is for which the mouths of 
self-serving politicians, and those who profit 
from the betrayal of public trust by politicians, 
are watering. ‘ 

It requires no vivii imagination to see what 
would happen if non-political administration of 
the road money should be broken down. Jobs for 
political henchmen regardless of merit, fat con- 
tracts based on tricky specifications—all the 
evils that flow from the base use of the people’s 
money to serve a political machine. 


Only at the price of eternal vigilance, we repeat, 
can the grasping hand of spoils politics be kept out 
of the road funds. 
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AN INGLORIOUS FUMBLE. 

The lordly colors of Phi Beta Kappa were dragged 
in the dust at Pelham, N. Y., the other night. They 
had a spelling bee there, with the pick of the town’s 
business men on one side and on the other the high 
school boys. The boys, of course, won. 

The typical business man has his qualities. He 
can take a syllogism apart and put it together 
again. With a stitch here and a tuck there, he can 
imbue a lustreless product with desirability. Not 
often, to be sure, but now and then he can lay an 
approach dead to the pin. The fellow’s spelling, 
though, is done by his stenographer. 

But among the business men of Pelham, on the 
fateful night, was the editor of the American Scholar, 
quarterly magazine of Phi Beta Kappa. As everybody 
knows, erudition has marked that publication for its 
own. Here knowledge strides in proud assurance. 
Here culture splashes into the fourth dimension. 
Here education sits contentedly at home. Yet the 
Phi Beta Kappa editor was the first of the business 
men to stumble and fall. The word that tripped 
him was “sateen.” 

Let us hope his fellow scholastics will know what 
to do with this erring brother. They will, too, if they 
can spell “the gate.” | 
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NAZI INNOVATIONS. 

The Nazis introduced an innovation in jurispru- 
dence when,they issued an edict ordering punishment 
of persons who had violated no specific law, but had 
transgressed the National Socialist principles, which 
apply to every field of life and endeavor. (It was an 
innovation, that is, in a time when civilized nations 
govern themselves by codes of law, not by force and 
rules made up as a dictator goes along.) 

Another innovation now has been introduced, this 
time in business. The Government bought a muni- 
tions plant from private owners, and at a very small 
price, because the owners were non-Aryans, hence in 
no position to bargain. A Government official ex- 
plained that “care had been taken in the transaction 
to make deductions from the purchase price for the 
millions in profits which the firm had obtained.” 
This is truly an innovation:. the principle that a

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CANADA CONSIDERS ITS CONSTITUTION. 
The United States is not the only country in this 
hemisphere which is debating constitutional prob- 
lems these days. Canada is discussing its funda- 
mental law and the effect of its present form on 
the more than,10,000,000 people who live in the far- 
flung Dominion. ' 
There is, however, one all-important difference be- 
tween the constitutional debates in the United States 
and Canada. In the United States, there is no ques- 
tion of whether the Constitution can be changed if 
the people decide that a change is desirable. The 
American Constitution provides methods of amend- 
ment, and under these provisions no fewer than 21 
amendments have been joined to the original docu- 
ment. In Canada, the chief issue is the right of the 
Canadian people to change their Constitution as they 
may deem necessary from time to time. 
This issue arises from the failure of the British 
North American Act, enacted by the British Parlia- 
ment in 1867, to provide the means whereby consti- 
tutional changes can be made by Canada. Down 
through the years, efforts to open the way for amend- 
‘ments have been opposed by Quebec, which has been 
very jealous of the rights of the French-Canadian 
minority to employ the French language and to 
worship as they please. Meanwhile, the taxing proc- 
esses of the national and provincial governments 
have become badly complicated, with resulting dupli- 
cation and waste. One of the reforms held most 
urgent is a defining of the taxing rights of each. 
Thanks to a recent statement by Premier Tasch- 
ereau of Quebec, the prospect that the Dominion may 
obtain power to change its basic code is now brighter 
than it has been at any previous time. Speaking 
at the recent Federal-provincial conference, he said 
that Quebec had become convinced that the rights of 
its minorities would be safe, notwithstanding changes 
in the British North American Act. Thus reassured, 
the Attorneys-General of all the provinces are to 
assemble at Ottawa this month for what may prove 
to be a momentous meeting. 
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THE SPIRIT OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

In the organization of the Massachusetts Society for 
Freedom in Teaching, there is food for thought— 
and food with anything but a pleasant taste—for all 
who believe in American principles. It is announced 
by Dr. Samuel E. Morison, professor of history at 
Harvard and an authority on the origin of our in- 
stitutions, that the organization has been formed to 
combat “pressure groups seeking to regulate” the 
which have already placed an “entering 
wedge” in the teachers’ oaths. Twenty-four univer- 
sities, colleges, preparatory schools and public 
schools in the Bay State are represented in the char- 
ter membership. ~ These facts write their own com- 
ment. If it is ironical that repressions should make 
such a.counter-movement necessary in the State 
which cradled American liberty, it is reassuring to 
know that there are those who cherish human rights 
in Massachusetts today just as their forefathers did 
a century and a half ago. 
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MILK-AND-WATER ENFORCEMENT. 

The casual policy. of enforcement of the driver's 
license law decided upon by Police Commissioner 
Lambert after a conference with the Police Judges is 
disappointing to those who had hoped the law would 
materially curb reckless motorists. Under the po- 
lice policy put into effect yesterday, there will be 
no general arrest campaign against unlicensed mo- 
torists, but only those stopped for some other vio- 
lation will be required to show licenses. If caught, 
offenders will be required to pay only $1 fines and 
buy the 50-cent licenses. 

Thus far, only about 160,000 of the estimated 
| 400,000 drivers in St. Louis have made application. 
Many of the remaining 240,000 unlicensed motorists 
undoubtedly will risk a trifling $1 fine rather than 
go to the trouble of getting the license, and they 
will continue to drive unchecked by regulation. 

The immediate results of this wrist-slapping meth- 
od of enforcement were shown yesterday at the Li- 
cense Bureau when less than one-third of the usual 
number made application. Director of Streets and 
Sewers McDevitt did his part in setting a deadline 
for enforcement and, after repeated warnings, stick-

Elmer A. Benson, a member of the 
Farmer-Labor party, has been appointed by Gov. Ol- 
son to fill the seat during the remainder of the pres- 
ent Congress, but a six-year term will be before the 
voters. of Minnesota in November. 

Thus once more the question of the succession of 
widows in political office is raised. That widows of 
some members of Congress have earned places for 
themselves as lawmakers in their own rights—Rep- 
resentative Florence P. Kahn of California, for ex- 
ample—must be conceded.

The Bonus and the Spending Power 


HE political leaders of both parties have 

made perfectly clear their notion of the 

ideal solution of the bonus question. It 
is to pay the veterans the money in the pe- 
riod between the national conventions in 
June and the elections in November and to 
make the payments in a form which puts no 
visible or tangible burden on the taxpayers. 
Congress is following the ancient rule that 
it loves to spend and hates to tax. 

It is this aspect of the question which 
transcends all others. For the fundamental 
reason why Congress is unable to resist the 
demands of the veterans’ lobby, why it is 
willing to add a billion dollars to the amount 
owed the veterans, is that Congress is op- 
erating under a system whereby the benefits 
it confers are visible and the burdens it 
imposes are invisible. There does not exist, 
therefore, any effective check on the spend- 
ing power. The benefits are definite and po- 
litically conspicuous, The costs are concealed 
either in indirect taxes or in the even more 
indirect form of bond issues borrowed from 
the banks, 

The veterans are by no means the only 
organized interest which dominates Congress 
in this way. The tariff, as operated in the 
United States, is the oldest and the greatest 
example of the same principle. Almost any 
producer can write his own tariff rate be- 
cause the tax levied by the tariff is invisible 
and indirect. The consumer cannot see it 


and is hardly aware that it exists. 
~ * ” 


The most recent and, in its implications 
for the future, the most disturbing manifes- 
tation of the same principle is to be found 
in Federal relief. Thus the other day the 
mayors of the large cities united in making 
a demand for larger relief appropriations 
than the President is supposed to be contem- 
plating. The essential reason why they wish 
the Federal Government to carry so large 
a part of the load is that local relief has to 
be financed out of local and clearly visible 
taxes, whereas Federal relief is paid for by 
bond issues that seem to cost nothing. 

In its recent decision the Supreme Court 
has confirmed the spending power of Con- 
gress. It is plain that unless some way can 
be found to make the costs as visible as the 
expenditures, the power to spend will be ex- 
ercised irresponsibly and will be at the 
mercy of pressure groups. There is no way to 
keep expenditure in check if the people do 
not realize that they are paying the bill. To 
be able to appropriate money which seems 
to cost no one anything is to be under an 
irresistible temptation to appropriate money. 
Yet that is the system under which the Gov- 
ernment is conducted. It is a system which 
is certain to produce destructive extrava- 
gance and to corrupt profoundly the politi- 
cal habits of the nation. 

The remedy is obvious enough. The dif- 
ficulty is to have an executive budget and 
to derive the revenues principally from di- 
rect taxes. If it were an established rule 
that all expenditures must be proposed by 
the President, that Congress may reduce 
those expenditures but may not increase 
them, that it may consent to or refuse ex- 
penditures but may not initiate and com- 
mand them, the fundamental difficulty 
would be met. This is the system under 
which the English Parliament has operated 
for 200 years. It prevails in some American 
states. It is the proved method of sound 
government finance, 


If to such an executive budget, in this 
full and true meaning of the term, there 
were joined a tax system in which for the 
bulk of the indirect taxes, now paid un- 
knowingly by the mass of the people, there 
were substituted a graduated tax beginning 
with small incomes, the spending power 
would be effectively safeguarded. 

It is not easy to see just how such a sys- 
tem can be established. Yet there is no other 
known remedy for the evil. The Republi- 
cans and the conservative Democrats, with 
all their indignation about the extravagance 
of the New Deal, have yet to show any con- 
certed interest in finding an effective rem- 
edy. They deceive themselves mightily and 
the country as well if they think that irre- 
sponsible spending can be stopped merely by 


not re-electing Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
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The veterans obtained access to the Treas- 
ury more than 50 years ago; the veterans’ 
appropriations mounted steadily and spec- 
tacularly under the last three Republican 
Presidents and the bonus was enacted, to 
be sure over his veto, in the administration 
of that apostle of economy, Calvin Coolidge. 
The broad base of the income tax, which ex- 
isted at the end of the war and acted as a 
substantial check on expenditures, was de- 
stroyed during the administration of Mr. 
Coolidge and Mr. Mellon. As for the tariff, 
that magnificent example of indirect taxa- 
tion for the benefit of organized minorities, 
it is, of course, an old Republican custom. 

The problem is not personal and it is not 
partisan. It is a national problem. And the 
question is whether the American people can 
be aroused long enough and sufficiently to 
bring about a radical reform of the budget 
and the tax system. 

Without such reform the outcry about ex- 
penditures will act only as a slight dis- 
couragement to an otherwise irresistible 
tendency to spend.

THE BUS MARCHES ON.

TREET cars have been entirely replaced 

by busses in East St. Louis, a city of 75,- 
000 in Illinois, just across the Mississippi 
River from St. Louis. The change would be 
encouraged by the fact that gasoline is 
much cheaper there than in Winnipeg, and 
by the further fact that busses are used to 
a large extent to supplement the street car 
service in St. Louis, several bus lines coming 
down into the central business district. In 
addition, St. Louis is a center for a heavy 
bus traffic radiating to all parts of the 
country. 

In many other cities, the busses have been 
displacing the street cars to a greater or 
less extent and for the reasons indicated 
by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch in connection 
with the change in East St. Louis. It says: 

“Supplanting the street cars are bright 
new busses operating without the aid of 
unsightly rails and wires, capable of load- 
ing at the curb, or maneuvering through 
traffic, of greater speed and comfort—and 
last, but not least—comparatively noiseless.” 

In Winnipeg, the streets cars will inevita- 
bly give way more to busses as their ad- 
vantages are more fully recognized. The

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. 
ONFIDENTIAL reports received 
Cr» the State Department from 
Italy indicate a condition more 
desperate than has come out 
through censored press dispatches. 

Not only have Italian troops in 
East Africa been defeated, but there 
has been increasing restlessness at 
home. Strikes have occurred in 
several Italian munitions plants. 
There has been disaffection among 
the Alpine troops, pride of the Ital- 
jan army, with the result that some 
of them are being transferred to 
the Abyssinian front. 

Finally, an underground Commu- 
nist orgenization is reported to be 
gaining ground throughout Italy. 

All of these situations have con- 
tributed to-a secret Franco-British 
plan to intervene with a new peace 
plan to save Italy. 

While they dislike and distrust 
Mussolini, the French and British 
cannot afford to have him crack up. 
This especially is the view of the 
French. Mussolini, as a checkmate 
against Hitler’s Austrian ambitions, 
is worth far more to the French 
than any altruism in Abyssinia. 

The new peace plan will not go as 
far as the Hoare-Laval agreement. 
The French and British, this time, 
will try first to get the official 
stamp of the League. It will be put 
forward as a League plan. 

What the British frankly fear is 
that Mussolini, facing defeat in 
East Africa, will try to save face 
by persuading his people that they 
are being attacked by Europe. This 
would precipitate general war.

clared that the only “shocking” 
thing to come out. of it was “the 
unspeakable aspersion of its chair- 
man.” 

“Everybody knows—except the 
Senator from North Dakota—that 
Woodrow Wilson almost wrecked 
his life at Versailles striving to pre- 
vent the terms of these secret 
treaties from being carried out,” he 
said. 

“We are expected to be shocked 
by the ‘revelation’ that Woodrow 
Wilson failed to prevent bankers’ 
loans to the Allies. 

“Oh, the miserable demagoguery 
—the miserable and mendacious 
suggestion—that the House of Mor- 
gan could make Woodrow Wilson 
take this country into war to save 
Wall Street’s loans. 

“I admit with some shame and 
regret that, as chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, I voted 
for the fund for this exploitation, 
and I will never vote another dol- 
lar for it. 

“So far as I am concerned, it is 

$125,000 of the Senate’s money wast- 
ed to enable the chairman to get his 
name on the front pages of the sen- 
sational newspapers. Now they are 
tired of it, and the chairman, in a 
last desperate attempt, is willing to 
asperse the names of two dead men, 
cause Balfour, Seymour, House and 
Lloyd George think Wilson may 
have said what he says he did not 
say. 
“Now I had better desist,  be- 
cause what I would say to a man 
who would thus sully the memory 
of Woodrow Wilson, is: something 
that may not be said here, nor 
printed in the newspapers, nor ut- 
tered by a gentleman.” 

Laughter and applause broke out 
as the little Virginian concluded, 


PWA Funds for Inquiry. 


Connally, who foliowed Glass, 
quoted Nye as saying that the Mu- 
nitions Committee had had $80,000 
of PWA funds allotted to it, in addi- 
tion to its $125,000 appropriation, 
and had spent $65,000 of it. Nye re- 
plied that “other Senate commit- 
tees and Government agencies had 
enjoyed the same assistance from 
relief agencies.” 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
Democratic leader, said he was 
“astonished at such a disclosure.” 

“In the name of God and con- 
science,” he exclaimed, “have we 
reached the std@ge where it must 
be said that the Senate of the 
United States is on relief? We may 
be in pretty bad shape, but not 
that bad. 

“It is shocking and amazing that 
money, appropriated to feed the 
hungry, has been diverted to pay 
the expenses of a Senate commit- 
tee.” 

Chairman BYrnes of the Senate 
Committe on Audit and Control, 
said he had found that the sum of 
$80,000 had been obtained from a 
PWA allotment to New York City. 

“Does the Senator mean to imply 
that some secret treaties have been 
unearthed in New York City?” 
Connally asked amid laughter. 


This exchange, it was learned, 
arose from the fact that, when the 
committee needed clerical help, the 
New York WPA authorities fur- 
nished the clerks and the funds 
with which to pay them. 


“Honored Dead Disinterred.” 


Reciting a list of those now dead 
whose names have been mentioned 
in the hearings, Connally_ said: 
“These are honored dead which the 
committee would disinter for the 
amusement of a coarse, common, 
headline-reading public.” 


Developments Yesterday. 


The tempest rose to a furious 
pitch yesterday afternoon when 
Connally on the Senate floor, de- 
nounced the inquiry and Senators 
Pope and George, members of the 
committee, -characterized it as a 
“head-hunting” expedition, and an- 
nounced they would not participate 
in further hearings until the com- 
mittee changed its tactics. 


The committee’s course was 
warmly defended by Nye and Clark, 
who aserted they had done no more 
than their duty in seeking to dis- 
close all material facts shedding 
light on the United States’ entry 
into the war. Clark criticised Con- 
nally sharply as “not knowing 
what he was talking about,” and 
Nye, alluding to the fact that Pope 
and George have attended virtually 
none of the hearings, said: 

“It is unfortunate that this 
criticism should come from the two 
members of the committee who 
have done none of the work, and 
listened to virtually none of the 
testimony.” 


The committee meeting was ad- 
journed until Thursday. 

Connally, one of the Senate’s 
fluent debaters, was bitter and sar- 
castic in his denunciation of Nye 
and the committee. 

“I do not care how this charge 
was made,” he said, “it is infamous. 
Some checker-playing, beer-drink- 
ing back room of a low house is 
tie only place fit for the language 
which the Senator from North Da- 
kota has put into the record about a 
dead man—a great and good man, 
who when he was alive had the 
courage to meet his enemies face 
to face and eye to eye.” 


Yesterday afternoon the commit- 
tee was plowing through a dull ses- 
sion in the Senate Office Building 
when the word came that Connally 
was making his attack on the Sen- 
ate floor. Clark hurried to the 
Capitol and found Connally address- 
ing himself to several older Sena- 
tors, who, as members of Congress, 
voted for the declaration of war. 

“Now comes this committee,” 
Connally declaimed, “telling you 
that you didn’t go to war for the 
reasons you thought; that some big, 
bad wolf made you go; that Lloyd 
George and the munitions makers 
fooled you into going—conspired 
against you, and dragged you in 
when you weren’t looking; that

dark alley and pulled him into the 
war.” 

Alluding to the statements of 
Balfour and Lloyd George, Connal- 
ly asserted the charge against Wil- 
son and Lansing thus rested on 
“the word of two foreigners who 
were trying to get us into the war.” 

Clark Interrupts. 

“On the contrary,” Clark inter- 
posed, “we were already in the war. 
Moreover, their statements are sup- 
ported by the record kept by Col. 
House, and also by documents in 
the State Department files.” 

“This committee—this patriotic 
committee—this committee that 
loves its country—is going to take 
the testimony of Balfour and Lloyd 
George and call President Wilson 
a liar,” Connally repeated. “What 
right has this committee got to go 
back over the record of 20 years 
to impeach the motives of our Gov- 
ernment in the World War? 

“Where did they get the author- 
ity to dig up secret treaties? They 
are water over the dam, embalmed 
in the diplomatic history of an era 
I would not wish revived. 

“The Senate gave this committee 
no authority to go back among the 
dead and buried figures of the past, 
the dead and buried papers of the 
past, and pull them out for the 
amusement of the public and the 
enhancement of the political career 
of its chairman. 
my indignation at this effort to be- 
smear our record in the war.” 

Defense of Inquiry. 

Clark remarked that it was “per- 
fectly natural” for Connally to de- 
liver a “harangue” without taking 
the trouble to read the evidence be-

“The fact is,” he went on, “that 
never has a committee provided so 
much valuable information as a 
basis of legislation, also at so low 
a cost. If the Senator from Texas 
had spent more time familiarizing 
himself with that information, and 
less in agitating against an oil em- 
bargo, he would be better informed 
than he is today.” 

Connally, red-faced and sputter- 
ing, jumped up and demanded to be 
told what Clark meant. 

“I have been told,” replied Clark,

“The Senator from Missouri had

est in an embargo on oil,” Connally 
shouted. 

“I will make any insinuation or 
statement that I deem fit and prop- 
er, if it is supported by the record,” 
Clark fired back. 


It was one of those Senate scenes | 
which always promise to result in| 


a fist fight—and never do. Con- 
nally denied he had agitated in 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
against an embargo on oil—of 
which Texas is a large producer. 
“Immunity Bath” by Johnson. 
Senator Hiram Johnson (Rep.), 
California, one of the original] anti- 
League “irreconcilables,’ volun- 
teered that he had opposed such an 
embargo and would “continue to op- 
pose this country joining in any 
sanction imposed by Great Britain 
or by Great Britain’s League of Na- 
tions.” Connally thanked Johnson 
f “giving me an immunity bath.” 
The object of the Munitions 
Committee, Clark went on, was to 
present all the facts shedding light 
on America’s entrance into the war. 
“It is very easy,” he said, “for 
the Senator from Texas to make 
a patriotic speech about why we 
entered the war; it is a different 
matter to painstakingly dig out the 
commercial involvements which led 
us along a course that inevitably 
led us into war. It is easy to say 
we got into the war because some 
ships were sunk with loss of Amer- 
ican lives; it is another matter to 
trace the fact that we had an op- 
portunity to end submarine war- 
fare, and failed to do so for fear 
* offending Great Britain. 


“So far as the secret treaties are 
concerned, I have not said or inti- 
mated that President Wilson or 
Secretary Lansing falsified the rec- 
ord. I felt it my duty to place in 
the record—and I would do it again 
—evidence showing the evident in- 
consistency of their statements be- 
fore the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. I have not undertaken to say 
what was in their minds when they 
made those statements.” 


“Why doesn’t the committee in- 
vestigate the causes of the war 
with Spain, or the war between the 
states?” Connally inquired sarcas- 
tically. “Why doesn’t it take up the 
Mexican war? If it hadn’t been 
for that war the Senator from 
California would now be eating fri- 
joles and tamales in Mexico. This 
committee and its high-priced in- 
vestigators might go into that. 

“These investigators smell around 
in the musty files of the State De- 
partment, walk down every whis- 
pering gallery in Europe and the 
United States and then try to be- 
smirch the record of this nation in 
the World War. The rest of us try 
to take care of our constituents. We 
have no time to spend getting our 
names in the papers. The chair- 
man of the Munitions Committee 
is an expert at that. He flies over 
the country, making speeches, ris- 
ing from the ground like a great 
soaring eagle. He is neglecting his 
duties unless he discharges them 
by remote control.”

EN years have passed since thé 
specific treatment of anemia 
with liver extract was begun.

take place in the sailenin 
sense that one ~~ S 
dose of the ingredient will arrest 
the disease, but it affords manage 
ment which amounts to cure. 

The treatment, which was discove 
ered after deliberate and intelligent- 
ly directed research in 1925, ig 
based upon the fact that the liver 
stores a certain substance which 
is stimulating to the blood-forming 
organs of the body. It is a deteri- 
oration of these organs, followed by 
a reduction in the rate of forma- 
tion of the blood cells, which is 
responsible for the anemia. The 
substance which stimulates. the 
blood-forming functions is not 
formed in the liver, but in the 
glands of the stomach. It is, as 
has just been said, stored in the 
liver, and doled out at an even 
rate to the body so that the blood- 
forming organs are constantly kept 
up to the mark. 

At first the method of treatment 
was to give a half pound of liver a 
day. It might be cooked, or 
chopped up raw and served in 
orange juice as a sort of liver cock- 
tail. People naturally got tired of 
this diet, and that was its only 
serious objection. It may be said 
here that there has never been the 
sightest suggestion that the treat- 
ment ever did any harm. 

In order to overcome this objec 
tion, the physiologic chemists, those 
great allies of the modern physician, 
got to work and formed an extract 
which contained all the essential 
ingredients of the blood-stimulating 
hormone of the liver. This extract 
is a reddish crystalline, salty pow- 
der, not at all unpleasant to take, 
and not any more monotonous than 
any other medicine. As ordinarily 
put up, this extract is in bottles, 
each of which represents about one- 
third of a pound of liver and a 
dose is, therefore, three of these a 
day. At first, larger doses are re- 
quired. 

The examination of the blood by 
the physician will readily tell wheth- 
er or not a favorable response is be- 
ing made. A favorable response is 
practically universal provided a 
sufficient dosage of an active ex- 
tract is given. For those who weary 
of a repetitious dose daily, it is 
possible to use a dose with a hypo- 
dermic syringe once a month. This 
stimulates the blood-forming organs 
sufficiently so that it need be re 
peated only at intervals of 30 days, 

Here in a nutshell, is this treat- 
ment which has resulted in the dis- 
appearance of one of the serious 
chronic diseases of middle age. That 
such a cure exists should be known 
to anyone who is in that life pe- 
riod and is showing symptoms of ill 
health.
